Gathering for young voters 
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CHICAGO (A P ) - Young 
people representing hundreds of 
colleges 
are 
expected 
this 
weekend at Loyola University 
to learn some lessons in prac­ 
tical politics which they hope 
w ill affect the Democratic par­ 
ty’s presidential choice in 1972. 
The Em ergency Conference 
of New Voters, expected to at­ 
tract 1,000 persons, is billed as 
the first major political youth 
rally of the season, and all the 
Democratic presidential hope­ 
fuls have asked to send repre­ 
sentatives. 
But the major business at the 
conference w ill be the drafting 


of a position paper which may 
be sent to both parties and all 
potential candidates, reported 
Dave Wassner, project director 
of the conference. 
“ Without doubt, the paper 
w ill be antiw ar,” Wansser said, 
“ and very probably it will be 
anti-Nixon. It has to be liberal 
considering the way kids are 
today.” 
Creta Draper, a conference 
staffer whose husband Duane is 
chairman of the conference, ad­ 
mits most of the youths will be 
working to convince the Demo­ 
cratic party that “ we are a 
force to be dealt with.”

Almonds will be down a shade 
in production, but not enough to 
trouble enthusiasts. California 
is the main source. 
New Trees 
According to J. S. Miller, 
assistantchief of specialty crops 
of the U.S. Department of 
A g ricu ltu re ’s 
Consumer 
Marketing Service, there are 
large acreages of newly planted 
almond trees in the deserts of 
southern California. 
‘‘The almond people are 
particularly 
sharp 
about 
merchandising their crops, 
both present and future ones. 


'iNu tty' p ro sp ects ap p ear 
g reat fo r th e h o lid ays 


They spend lots of money on 
promotion in our country and in 
Europe and Japan,” 
Miller 
says. 
‘‘The Japanese are beginning 
to like American foods. So the 
California Almond Exchange is 
certainly helping them change 
their taste—as far as American 
almonds are concerned.” 
The walnut crop will be 
bigger than last year. Prices 
will not be lower, however. The 
growers hope for an increase in 
consumption. California is also 
the main growing area for the 
English walnuts. 
Perhaps the public isn’t quite 
so eager to eat walnuts as they 
are to crunch almonds. Black 
walnuts, as opposed to English 
walnuts, are grown mainly in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. They 
have hard shells, are stronger 


in flavor, stain the fingers black 
and are a small crop. 
The Pecan crop will also be 
much larger than last year. 
They are grown all across the 
south, but Georgia is the largest 
producer. 
Two Types 
There are two types of 
pecans: the improved ‘paper 
shell’ and the smaller pecan 
with a hard shell which is used 
widely in confections and 
baking by commercial firms, 
Miller explains. 
The filbert crop from Oregon 
will also be particularly large 
this season, ‘‘But filberts are 
not so well known as the other 
nuts. 
They 
are 
not 
well 
promoted, but the growers are 
beginning to see the light. 
Competition,” says Miller, ‘‘is 
getting stiff.

Nixo n 's trip : 
$ure to have a 
bearing on election 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nix on’s sev en day s in 
China will end as the presiden­ 
tial primary season of 1972 be­ 
g ins, and his mission is su re to 
hav e max imu m political impact 
when New Hampshire v oters 
cast the y ear’s first ballots 
March 7. 
Repu blican sou rces say Nix on 
will be an av owed candidate for 
a $econd term by the time of 
that leadoff primary , with his 
name on the ballot in New 
Hampshire and a pledg ed slate 
oi conv ention deleg ates entered 
in his behalf. 
Nix on is schedu led to be in 
China from Feb. 21 u ntil Feb. 
28: That means he will be com­ 
ing home almost on the ev e of 
the New Hampshire balloting . 
Jt also means his jou rney will 
be- dominating the news, and 
commanding telev ision atten­ 
tion, du ring the peak day s of 
the New Hampshire campaig n. 
The White Hou se annou nced 
Nix on’s schedu le Tu esday , and 


Henry A. Kissing er, his nation­ 
al secu rity adv iser, said the 
Febru ary dates were chosen as 
the earliest time that technical 
preparations and "all other ar­ 
rang ements indicated a reason­ 
ably su ccessfu l ou tcome.” 
A Nix on campaig n org an­ 
ization headed by former Gov . 
Lane Dwinell already has been 
set u p to deal with the New 
Hampshire primary challeng e 
posted by Repu blican Rep. 
Pau l N. McCloskey of Califor­ 
nia. 
Nix on’s political men hope to 
roll u p a New Hampshire land­ 
slide of proportions that wou ld 
end the McCloskey insu rg ency 
on opening day . 
Nix on’s name can be entered 
by others in the New Hamp­ 
shire presidential preference 
poll, bu t to pu t a pledg ed slate 
of 14 conv ention deleg ates on 
the ballot, the candidate him­ 
self mu st g iv e written consent. 
The filing deadline in New 
Hampshire is Feb. 6. 


An alternativ e, and one that 
wou ld not req u ire Nix on’s di­ 
rect inv olv ement, wou ld be to 
enter a slate of deleg ates listed 
as fav orable to the renomina­ 
tion of the President. 
Bu t, u nder that option, the 
Nix on org anization cou ld not 
determine whose name wou ld 
g o on the ballot as fav oring the 
President. 
The risk inv olv ed was demon­ 
strated in 1968, when then-Sen. 
Eu g ene J. McCarthy won a 
near sweep of New Hampshire 
Democratic deleg ates in his 
challeng e to former President 
Ly ndon B. Johnson. McCarthy 
entered a compact, pledg ed 
slate of deleg ates, and most of 
them won when a long list of 
contending deleg ates who fa­ 
v ored Johnson div ided the loy ­ 
alist Democratic v ote. 
The Florida presidential pri­ 
mary comes one week after 
New Hampshire, on March 14, 
and Nix on’s name will be on 
the ballot there, too.

The entire scientific commu nity 
shou ld applau d it,” said Dr. 
Robert Sharp, a Cal Tech g eol­ 
og ist working with Mariner 9, 
the U.S. craft now orbiting 
Mars. 


"I think they ’re to be heartily 
commended” said Dr. Carl Sa­ 
g an of Cornell Univ ersity , here 
also for stu dy of data from 
Mariner 9. "Of cou rse we want 
to know what sort of scientific 
instru mentation is on board and 
u ntil we find ou t it’s hard to 
assess the ex perimental pro­ 
g ram. Bu t merely landing , 
ev en

in­ 
stru mentation is an achiev e­ 
ment.” 


If the Sov iets hav e landed a 
capsu le that can sample the at­ 
mosphere, photog raph the su r­ 
rou nding terrain, take the Mar­ 
tian temperatu re and perhaps 
reach ou t a mechanical arm to 
scoop the soil, they will hav e 
achiev ed an important mile­ 
stone. They probably can ob­ 
tain data the United States 
can’t from the orbiting Mariner 
9 .

Only one woman submitted 
herself for consideration by the 
all-male committee, which met 
essentially to consider whom to 
endorse for state offices and 
U.S. senator. 
She is Mrs. Patricia Siebert, 
an Evanston widow who is an

Elrod. She wants to be slated 
for state comptroller.

—Public party meetings open 
to all members regardless of 
race or sex.

Other balances 
would be set on race and age. 
—Adequate public notice to 
individual township and ward 
committeemen, as well as in­ 
terested citizens, for hearings 
on candidates for public or par­ 
ty office when vacancies occur.

N EW YO RK (A P ) - Some 
property and liability insurers 
are reporting solid profits in re­ 
cent months and so the pros­ 
pects are growing that rates 
may soon be coming down. 


While this is good news for 
homeowners, 
businessmen, 
drivers and others, it is almost 
too much to believe for some of 
the insurers, who year after 
year lost money even though 
they raised rates. 


For the decade ending Dec. 
31, 1969, for example, the un­ 
derwriting losses for 148 capital 
stock liability companies were 
$1.2 billion. And as recently as 
last year the property-liability 
losses totaled $275 million. 


Insurers credit many factors 
for their improving situation: 
rate increases, or “ relief” as 
they call it, a slowing of in­ 
flation that helped them bring 
costs under control, and the 
economic slowdown. 


The latter factor has the ef­ 
fect of reducing risks. Fewer 
cargoes are in transit during a 
slowdown, for example, and 
fewer factories are on over­ 
time. 


But is there more to this sto­ 
ry? Could it be that the insur­ 
ers themselves rather 
than 
events beyond their control 
could have had something to do 
with their huge losses, which 
occurred 
during 
widespread 
prosperity? 


Ship jam in seaway system 


D ET RO IT 
(A P )—A record 
jam of 173 foreign ships cur­ 
rently is in the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence Seaway system and 
experts say many may be 
trapped and unable to get out 
before winter freezes the sys­ 
tem shut. 
Many of the ships were diver­ 
ted to fresh water ports along 
the seaway because of the East 
Coast docks strike and the 
number now in the system is 
approximately double that of 
the same date a year ago. 
Of the 173 ships, 133 were in 
the Welland canal or west of it 
Tuesday, and 81 were above 
Detroit and 74 above Port Hu­ 
ron, Mich. 


Docks are crowded at a doz­ 
en ports as steamship company 
managers order dropping of 
cargo to speed the turnaround 
wherever their vessels can get 
a berth. Shipment of the goods 
to their destination then is com­ 
pleted by train or truck. 
“ All it would take is a couple 
of cold nights down at Mon­ 
treal,” one Great Lakes pilot 
was quoted as saying with re­ 
spect to the possibility of ves­ 
sels now west of Montreal 
being ice-trapped. 
A tentative closing date of 
Dec. 12 has been set for the St. 
Lam bert Lock, just west of 
Montreal, but this is subject to 
extension if weather permits. 


Experts are quoted as saying 
that only a few days of sub­ 
freezing weather, especially if 
accompanied by snow, would 
be enough to drop the water 
temperature at the St. Lambert 
below freezing and begin form­ 
ing ice which would interfere 
with the lock’s water gates. 
The temperature at the St. 
Lambert 
was 
37.1 
degrees 
Tuesday. It was 38.2 degrees on 
the same date last year and the 
10-year average for the date is 
36.8 degrees. 
Partly because of cold water 
pouring into the St. Lawrence 
from the Ottawa River at that 
point, ice forms sooner at the 
St. Lam bert, the easternmost 


lock in the seaway, than at the 
Soo Locks, which are further 
north and which connect lakes 
Huron and Superior. 
Ore carriers are expected to 
operate through the Soo Locks 
into 
January 
and 
possibly 
through it. The Detroit-Wayne 
County Port Commission re­ 
ports that 13 vessels still are 
scheduled to call at Detroit and 
that nine were either loading or 
unloading here Tuesday. 


Of the 173 ships in the sea­ 
way, 82 of them entered after 
midnight Nov. 12, knowing that 
rules require them to give way 
outbound to vessels which en­ 
tered prior to Nov. 12 .

Seldom did the insurers even 
permit this possibility to be dis­ 
cussed. 
The 
fault was 
not 
theirs, they proclaimed, but 
society’s; the resolution of the 
problem must come from with­ 
out rather than from within. 
One wonders about the credi­ 
bility of that argument after re­ 
viewing the procedures through 
which one giant, Continental 
Casualty, worked its way from 
a $34-million loss iri 1965 to the 
break-even point last year. 
The remedy was sought with­ 
in the company. 
More emphasis was placed on 
commercial 
business 
rather 
than on expenses. “ We had to 
clamp down hard on expenses, 
painfully hard,” an executive 
said. 
Regional and branch offices 
were given more authority and 
responsibility. 
Management personnel were 
upgraded through an evaluation 
system, a series of schools and 
seminars, transfers and promo­ 
tions. 
An emphasis was placed on 


consumerism. “ How well are 
you providing the customer 
with a series that he really 
can’t do without?” agents were 
asked. And the business of 
trade associations and their big 
premiums were solicited. 
The final point is especially 
worth noting. Here it is, in the 
company’s own language: 
“ A heavy accent on profit. 
Branches became ‘profit cen­ 
ters’ and were repeatedly told 
that income had to surpass out­ 
go ‘or the stockholders and the 
board of directors won’t stay 
with us.” ’ 
Rate increases and adjust­ 
ments also were made, but ad­ 
mittedly only as a “ close-the- 
gap” measure after it was al­ 
ready clear the strategy was 
working. 
There are many features of 
this program worth reviewing, 
but who can escape the overall 
signifiance—that the return to 


the 
break-even 
point 
was 
achieved mainly from within 
rather than from without, and 
by traditional, logical methods? 
After years of disclaiming re­ 
sponsibility, of blaming factors 
beyond their control, could it be 
that insurers really have much 


of the solution to profitability 
right in their own offices? 
Is there a lesson for other in­ 
dustries and businesses who to.-, 
day claim they are facing spe­ 
cial problems that demand they- 
be given special consideration, 
such as federal assistance?

Two-class basketball tourney under fire 


(First of two parts) 
By B1L BOWDEN 
Telegraph Sports Editor 
“ It was hard for a small 
school to realistically point for 
the state basketball champion­ 
ship. Now those small schools 
have a chance.” 
And with that, the two-class 
high school basketball system 
was voted upon and passed. 
When the state championship 
tournaments get under way in 
March, 474 Class AA schools 
(larger than 750 enrollment), 
and 235 Class A schools (750 and 
under) will have been repre­ 
sented in regional tournaments 
around the state. 
Illinois was one of 10 states in 
the country holding out for the 
one-class system, while states 
as Iowa, Kansas, Ohio, and 
Missouri became acclimated to 
the multi-class philosophy. 
Toluca athletic director and 
head basketball coach Chuck 
Rolinski has been highly suc­ 
cessful in his cage wars in mid- 
Illinois, and it’s for this reason 
he points out that he, realisti­ 
cally, should have been one of 
the last schools to vote for the 
two-class system. 
Rolinski has won 84 per cent 
of his basketball games in the 
past 16 years, including a trip to 
the state’s super sectional tour­ 
nament in 1967. It was Rolinski 
who discovered that only 60 
small schools ever entered the 
state tournament—and only 
Hebron won it. 


The “ hotbed of small school 
basketball” is in the midsection 
of Illinois, or so Rolinski be­ 
lieves, and it was this area that 
was instrumental in gaining the 
two-class system. 
“ The power has shifted from 
the small southern schools to 
the industrial-town schools, 
who are able to stress basket­ 
ball,” points out Rolinski. “ For 
the boys to even imagine win­ 
ning the state title was unreal­ 
istic. Instead the boys had to 
settle for conference titles or 
small tourney championships.” 
Rolinski, while at tourna­ 
ments, would constantly hear 
how difficult it was for the “ av­ 
erage school, with few play­ 
ers,” to cope with the larger 
schools. 
“ I can play the big guys and 
win,” says Rolinski of his 167- 
enrollment school. “ But for the 
others, it was becoming in­ 
creasingly difficult to win re­ 
gional—much less hope of be­ 
coming a state champ.” 
As 
Rolinski 
mentions 
“ champ,” opposition to the 
class system argue it won’t pro­ 
duce a true champion. The 
small school titlist will still be a 
second-class loser. One who op­ 
poses the system is Rockford 
Boylan coach Dolph Stanley. 
It was Stanley who won re­ 
gional titles five of seven times 
while at small schools. Now at a 
school which enrolls 1.460 stu­ 
dents, Stanley has seen both 


sides of the issue. 
“ I don’t know who started it, 
but it must have been some 
small school coach who hasn’t 
been winning,” says the aging, 
but always colorful, Stanley. 
“ I ’ve coached in small schools, 
and have been able to win con­ 
sistently. Every coach likes a 
severe challenge, and some of 
those small schools can go to 
state. 
“ I ’ve been opposed to the 
two-class philosophy all along, 
but now that they have passed 
it. I’ll go along for a three-year 
probation period. Most coaches 
I ’ve spoken to have the same 
attitude. It will produce one 
thing, however. They’ll have so 
many barroom brawls over 
which champion is best, it'll 
make the Civil W ar look 
small,” he adds. 
The plan has been under con­ 
sideration since 1962, when Ro­ 
linski was appointed by the 
Athletic Directors’ Association 
to head a board looking over the 
possibility of a multi-class set­ 
up. Only since 1967, though, has 
the 
plan 
actually 
been 
“ pushed.” 
And when the plan was finally 
adopted, by a narrow 320-280 
margin, nearly 200 high school 
principals ignored the possi­ 
bility of voting. 
Alex Saudargas is another 
veteran basketball coach op­ 
posed to the system. Rockford 
West’s head tutor, Saudargas 


heads a school of 2,340 enroll­ 
ment, and agrees with Stanley 
in opposing two classes. 
“ A school of 750 isn’t small in 
basketball,” he points out. 
“ They talk about helping the 
little school. As the cutoff is 
now, the smaller schools aren’t 
gaining anything. 
“ The 
entire 
proposal 
should’ve been revoted upon. 
When that many principals 
don't care about a proposal—as 
drastic an idea as this—they 
ought to be held under criti­ 
cism. The whole things was 
railroaded. 
Those 
voting 
should’ve paid more attention 
to the ballots,” Saudargas con­ 
cludes. 
Saudargas isn’t the only one 
who sees the 750 as an unrealis­ 
tic cutoff. 
According to an Illinois High 
School Association official, the 
number was chosen because 
the committee felt “ it would 
provide equal com petition.” 
The schools of 755, for example, 
could compete on an equal ba­ 
sis with the schools such as 
Thornridge with 3,800, John F. 
Kennedy’s 3,800, and Lane 
Tech’s 5,000. And those of 745 
could also play equally with 
those the size of Ohio (74), Bell­ 
flower (82 ), Chrisman-Scot- 
tland (57). 
A playoff or three-class sys­ 
tem is rumored, but the official 
denies any mention of either in 
meetings. 


Ashton’s Jerry Brooks, both 
basketball coach and athletic 
director, sees the cutoff from 
the little school viewpoint. Ash­ 
ton enrolls 170. 
He agrees with the two-class 
philosophy, that is, to provide 
more exposure of small school 
players to college scouts. But 
he disagrees vehemently about 
the cutoff. 
“ There are too many schools 
in the smaller class,” he says. 
“ Right now, a small school like 
Ashton can compete with 
schools up to 500—like Oregon 
or Mt. Morris—but it gets any 
bigger, and it makes things 
rough. We can field four or five 
boys who can play basketball, 
but practice time and substitu­ 
tion is where the bigger schools 
out-play us.” 
This season, the little school 
regional won’t help Ashton’s 
chances of advancement. The 
Byron regional, Ashton’s tour­ 
nament center, is loaded with 
the best basketball talent in the 
area. 
Gary Croegheart, Amboy’s 
new head basketball mentor, is 
on the upper end of the Class A 
cutoff, with over 500 enroll­ 
ment. 
While he still contends a 
small school can compete with 
the larger schools—“ It’s possi­ 
ble,” he says—the emergence 
of Chicago 
“ giant 
schools” 
have proven to Croegheart it’s 
becoming harder all the time. 


Before coming to Amboy, 
Croegheart scouted for North­ 
ern Illinois University. It’s for 
this reason that he defends the 
small school winner, and insists 
it’s not a “ second class cham­ 
pion.” 
“ We’ve found plenty of top- 
grade 
players 
in 
small 
schools,” says the youthful 
mentor. “ Many colleges pass 
over small schools, but we’ve 
found many in the smaller 
schools who have been over­ 
looked because they weren’t 
from a larger school. A small 
state tournament will expose 
more good players to college 
scouts.” 
Former Dixon head football 
coach, now athletic director, 
Chuck Vail, admits the “ little” 
tournament will expose more 
players to the scouts. He, like 
Stanley, has coached in the 
larger schools, such as Dixon, 
but found his fame while at 
Walnut (209). 
“ The only problem in a two- 
class system is the uncertainty 
of the real champion,” admits 
Vail, who has coached his share 
of football champions. 
“ I 
would’ve liked two classes 
while at Walnut because, year 
in and year out, a small school 
like Walnut can’t compete with 
those much larger. 
“ Besides,” he concludes, 
“ other states are going to the 
class system. But there is a lot 
of tradition in Illinois.”

An d Au bu rn , West approach 


To hear this week’s opposing 
coaches tell it, Dixon basketball 
team is a man-eating machine. 
To go into the same gymnasium 
with it is pure suicide. 
Dixon opens its regular sea­ 
son Friday night with a visit to 
Rockford Auburn at 6:45 p.m., 
while Saturday the Dukes host 
West Rockford at 6:30 p.m. 
While Auburn coach Howard 
Long and West’s Alex Saudar­ 
gas are both going out of their 
way to compliment Dixon’s 3-0 
cage club, Dixon coach Dick 
Franklin— and nearly every­ 
one else— knows what the 
strategy is. Build up Dixon, and 
that way, if and when Dixon 
wins it won’t make their team 
look too bad. 
That could be the strategy, 
but Dixon did appear a machine 
against Freeport where Long 
scouted the Dukes. 
“ Dixon runs hard. That team 
positively, flat-out£cared me to 
death,” says Long, only half 
seriously. “ I was impressed 
with Dixon’s team through the 
eighth man, the speed, re­ 
bounding ability, defense, and 
the inside-outside game. 
“ We’ve had good luck with 
Dixon before, but this year, I 
think Dick (Franklin) is more 
concerned than need be,” Long 
adds. 
Auburn has played just one 
game thus far, and that edge 
could play a big part in Dixon’s 
hopes. 
The Knights have one letter - 
man back, in James Beard, a 6- 
1 senior forward. In last week’s 
84-65 loss to Rock Island, Beard 
managed 13 points. 
“ We’re green, and totally in­ 
experienced,” says Long. “ We 
have good speed, but we have 
young players in key positions 
which could hurt in close game 
situations. We’ll need a couple 
games under our belt before we 
develop. And we will develop, 
but it’s going to be a long, pain­ 
ful process.” 
Against Rock Island, Auburn 
shot 42 percent to the opposi­ 
tion’s 48 per cent. The Knights 
committed 22 turnovers, and 
Rock Island’s big middle man 
finished the game with 30 
points. 
Does this latter figure mean 
Dixon will be looking for 6-6 
center Ron Smith getting into 
the open more often? 
“ We won’t go to any one 


guy,” says Franklin, but any­ 
one who has the open shot. I ’m 
not looking for Smith to score 
everything, but all the boys.” 
Starters for Auburn will be 
Randy Hawker (5-10), and Mike 
Rafferty (5-7) at guards, Beard 
(6-1) at one forward, and Ray 
Perteete (6-3), a junior, at cen­ 
ter. 
“ I have no idea who the fifth 
man will be. Our team looked 
bad against Rock Island, and 
we’ll make some changes. Per­ 
teete is very thin, not very 
strong, but he could develop 
into a strong player as the sea­ 
son progresses,’ says Long. 
Rockford West is big, strong 
and fast. Last week, the W ar­ 
riors handed Von Stuben a 106- 
76 loss, establishing a West rec­ 


ord for most points scored in an 
opening game. 
Only one starter returns this 
year for Saudargas, that being 
Bob Slaughter, a 6-5 senior. 
Slaughter was selected as last 
season’s most valuable player. 
“ We still don’t know what we 
have,” says Saudargas, “ but 
what does Dixon have? Man, 
we’re afraid to come down 
there— they have a real ma­ 
chine. 
“ We’re hoping we can give 
Dixon a good game, but we’re 
far from what we should be. We 
haven’t really played anyone 
yet, and I know I ’d feel a lot 
better if we were home. I don’t 
like to travel,” he adds. 
West, described by Franklin 
as “ fast-running giants,” are 


topped by 6-6 senior center, 
Kerry Abel. Slaughter will be 
one forward, Calvin Thomas, a 
6-5 sophomore, the other. At 
guard is Ernie Kent, a 6-3 jun­ 
ior, and a little guy, Darnell 
Jenkins, a 5-9 senior. 
Kent was a center on last 
year’s sophomore team, and 
according to Saudargas, has 
had no trouble making the 
transition to guard. He prob­ 
ably would’ve been placed on 
the varsity level last season, 
but he hurt his leg in football, 
and didn’t return 
to 
full 
strength until late in basket­ 
ball. 
“ If we keep hustling, and 
working together like we have 
been,” says Franklin, “ we’re 
going to win our share, and give 


some people fits. We’d still like 
to get out of the fast break a lit­ 
tle quicker and reduce our turn­ 
overs, but we’re hoping that 
will come with experience. 


In answer to Long’s saying 
the 1971 Dukes are the “ Best 
team I ’ve seen since 1967,” 
Franklin says: 


“ I ’d hate to compare the two 
teams so early, but we’ll do all 
right. These boys do a lot of 
things well that we haven’t seen 
for awhile.”

A delegation of congressmen 
and community leaders from 
Washington 
expressed 
their 
strong desire for a team while 
baseball 
officials 
listened 
patiently for hours. 
After the meeting, there was 
a hint of pressure from Wash­ 
ington if baseball doesn’t come 
through by 1973. 
“ We must have a team in 
Washington by 1973,” Joseph 
Dansanskv, president of 8the 
city’s board of trade, told a 
news conference. 
What if baseball doesn’t satis­ 
fy the demand? “ We’ll run over 
that bridge when we come to 
it,” Rep. B.F. Sisk, R-Cal. said 
in a curt tone. 
Sisk went on, softening his 
platform: “ We are here on the 
request of the leadership of 
Congress. We are reasonable 
men working for the good of 
baseball. We don’t want to hurt 
baseball.” 
Washington was caught short 
when the Senators pulled out of 
town for Dallas-Fort Worth last 
September. Owner Bob Short 
blamed financial difficulties. 
“ We’ve gone through a shock 
and sometimes a shock awak­ 
ens you,” said Sisk. “ We real­ 
ize that we took major league 
baseball for granted. We’re not 
here to cry over spilled milk.” 
Other members of the delega­ 
tion which flew 2,500 miles to 
appear before Baseball Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn and the 
24 major league owners were 
Rep. Frank Horton, 
R-NY; 
Rep. Melvin Price, D-Ill.; Rep. 
Joel Broyhill, D-Va., Walter 
Washington, mayor of the na­ 
tion’s capitol; Gilberg Hahn, 
chairman of the city council 
and John Kaufmann, president 
of the Washington 
Evening 
Star. 
“ We had a very satisfying 
meeting,” said Kuhn “ Baseball 
is flattered to have this delega­ 
tion here. We will study the 
problem and see if a solution 
can be found.” 
Sisk, echoing the delegation’s 
determined stand, said: “ We 
are absolutely certain of ample 
resources to adequately finance 
baseball in Washington. Wheth­ 
er it is an expansion team, or a 
club moving from another city 
or a club sold to interests to 
move to Washington makes no 
difference. Any alternative is 
acceptable to us.” 
The delegation presented a 
petition signed by 238 members 
of Congress supporting the re­ 
turn of baseball to Washington. 
Rep. Horton was quick to point 
out the imposing number of 
lawmakers. 
“ We are a bipartisan group,” 
said Rep. Horton, “ and 238 sig­ 
natures is more than a major­ 


ity of the Congress.” 
The delegates were also 
armed with a letter from Rep. 
Emmanuel Celler, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 
Celler pointedly stressed that 
baseball had long been exempt 
from antitrust laws. He in­ 
dicated that the favorable posi­ 
tion could change. 
“ Now, as never before, there 
is growing recognition that the 
owners, who in the name of the 
public 
interest 
successfully 
maintain 
their 
blanket 
ex­ 
emption from 
our antitrust 
laws, occasionally exhibit pre­ 
cious little concern for the com­ 
munity welfare,” said the Cel­ 
ler letter. 
Danzansky insisted that a 
new team wouldn’t be troubled 
by money problems like the old 
Washington franchise because 
“ we have as much money as 
we need.” 
Kuhn said the Washington 
group had described in detail 
“ the strong feeling for baseball 
in Washington. They did not 
ask for a decision at this time 
but asked for a committee of 
baseball people to work with 
them.” The commissioner said 
he would name a panel to work 
with the Washington group.

Here, in q uestion-and-answer 
form , is an ex planation of the 
“b asic” coverage which will 
autom atically go into every 
auto liability policy on Jan. 1. 
Q. What, in briefest form , will 
the basic, m andatory coverage 
provide? 
A. Private passenger auto­ 
m obile liability policies in ef­ 
fect in Illinois m ust provide for 
certain minimum pay m ents to 
any one injured in an auto acci­ 
dent beginning Jan. 1,19 7 2. 
These minimum benefits are: 
1. Medical, hospital and fu­ 
neral ex penses. 
2. Income continuation. 
3. 
Loss of services reim ­ 
bursem ent. 
Pay m ents will be m ade by 
y our own insurance company 
directly to y ou, and to others in­ 
jured in y our autom obile, re­ 
gardless of who was at fault. No 
m ore waiting for the other driv­ 
e r's insurance com pany to act 
or for a court decision to col­ 
lect. 
Q. How does the plan affect 
my autom obile insurance? 
A. The new plan applies only 
to the bodily injury liability and 
m edical pay m ents portions of 
autom obile insurance. It has 
nothing to do with recovery for 
dam ages to y our own car or 
y our liability for dam ages to 
the property of others. D am ­ 
ages to y our car will be com ­ 
pensated by y our own collision 
policy , paid as it alw ay s has 
been on a “no fault” basis, or 
by the property liability policy 
of any driver who wrongfully 
dam aged y our car. 
Q. What m ust I do to obtain 
this new basic protection? 
A. Nothing. The basic “no­ 
fault” coverage will be added 
autom atically to all ex isting 
autom obile liability policies on 
Jan. 1. 197 2. Your com pany will 
notify y ou in advance of the ef­ 
fective date of y our new cover­ 
age.

Q Will there be additional 
cost to me for this m andatory , 
basic no-fault coverage? 
A. There will not. Property 
c a sua lty co m p anies w riting 
auto lines are adding this basic 
coverage without increase in 
prem ium . The Illinois D epart­ 
m ent of Insurance estim ates 
the value of this new coverage 
at $112,000,000 for the entire 
state. 
Q. Who is covered under “no 
fault” ? 
A. You, m em bers of y our 
fam ily residing in y our house­ 
hold, y our guest passengers, 
others using y our insured auto­ 
mobile with y our permission 
and pedestrians who are struck 
by y our automobile within Illi­ 
nois. 
Q. What are the “no fault” 
benefits? 
A. There are (1) m andatory 
“basic” coverages that all au­ 
tomobile liability insurance is­ 
sued on private passenger auto­ 
mobiles must provide and (2) 
optional “ex cess” coverages 
that every com pany must offer 
its automobile policy holders. 
1. The m andatory coverages 
provide: 
Medical. Hospital and F uner­ 
al Ex penses pay s up to $2,000 
for such reasonable ex penses 
incurred within one y ear of the 
accident for each person in­ 
jured. 
Income-W age 
Pay m ents 
if 
disability caused by an acci­ 
dent prevents an injured person 
from perform ing his ordinary 
occupation; he can collect 85 
per cent of his weekly salary up 
to a m ax im um of $150 per week 
for as long as 52 weeks. This 
coverage m eans y ou can be 
paid a m ax im um of $7 ,8 00 in 
lost salary benefits if y ou miss 
an entire y ear’s work 


Loss of Service Pay m ents for 
the injured who are not wage 
earners, up to $12 a day will be 
paid to com pensate for the 
services they ordinarily per­ 
form — such as child care— in 
the case of a housewife. This 
would be paid for as long as 365 
day s. 


Prom pt pay m ent is the key 
benefit in this new sy stem. 
Pay m ent to all injured persons 
must com m ence within thirty 
day s after the accident. If ex ­ 
penses can reasonably be pre­ 
sum ed to ex tend bey ond a 30- 
dav period, the insurance com ­ 
pany in q uestion will m ake p ar­ 
tial pay m ents every 30 day s. If 
y our insurance company will­ 
fully delay s or denies pay m ent, 
it can be req uired under law to 
pay “triple dam ages” to the ac­ 
cident victim. 
Benefits will be paid to y ou 
first. Then if a q uestion of fault 
ex ists, the insurance com pa­ 
nies will decide between them ­ 
selves which one should bear 
the loss. 


The “no fault” benefit limits 
were selected on the basis of 
g o vernm ent re se a rc h which 
has shown that about 90 per 
cent of the persons hurt in auto 
accidents incur income losses 
of less than $7 ,8 00 and medical 
ex penses of less than $2,000. 
Therefore, this “basic cover­ 
age” is prim arily designed to 
accom m odate— q uickly 
and 
efficiently — all but the 10 per 
cent who suffer m ore serious 
injuries. That 10 per cent is also 
covered by the basic protection 
but medical-hospital costs and 
injury reparations bey ond the 
basic limits still are recover­ 
able from the liability policy of 
a wrongful driver or. as in the 
past, through legal action. 


The Doctor Say s :

D ear Dr. Lam b — Our family 
often substitutes popcorn for a 
m eal, 
especially 
instead 
of 
Sunday supper and som etimes 
during the week, too. 
For three adults, we use one 
generous cup of unpopped corn, 
prpared by popping in three 
tablespoons 
of 
sh o rtening 
(which is m arked “high 
in 
p o ly unsa tura te s” ” ). T h is. , 
when prepared, Yields about 
two q uarts per 
person. 
No 
butter is added as the oil and 
salt used in popping give it a 
sufficiently good flavor. 
Your com m ent, good or bad, 
on th is p ra c tic e , would be 
appreciated. 
D ear Reader — Thumbs up 
for popcorn, if y ou are careful 
what y ou pop it in and what y ou 
put on it. About 11 per cent of 
the calories in plain popcorn 
are from vegetable fat and over 
half of these are the poly unsat­ 
urated ty pe. It is, then, a very 
low-fat food and what fat it 
contains is probably beneficial, 
since the usual Am erican diet 
contains lim ited am ounts off 
poly unsaturated fat. 
I would recom m end popping 
it in a sm all am ount of cooking 
oil. Of these, safflower oil con­ 
ta ins the le a st am ount of 
saturated fat and the largest 
percentage of poly unsaturated 
fat. Corn oil is about second on 
the list. Then leave it plain, 
seasoned with salt. 
This m akes a far better snack 
than most item s. For calorie 
control or fat intake control, it 
is far superior to potato chips, 
c ra c k e rs , im p reg na te d w ith 
cheese or fat or sim ilar snack 
item s. For calorie restriction, it 
is superior to any nuts used as 
snacks. The vegetable oil of 
cereals, like popcoorn, are an 
im portant source of Vitamin E. 
So thum bs up for popcorn and 
le t’s hope it replaces a lot of 
other goodies that are not so 
good for the health. 
Popcorn, along with turkey s, 
belongs to the 
tradition 
of 
T h ank sg iving . The Indians 
brought the popcorn to the feast 
and am azed the colonists by 
popping it. In rural areas a 
bowl of popcorn by the fireplace 
was a winter night tradition. 


Not too long ago, the family sat 
by the fire, ate apples and 
popcorn while reading — there 
were few places with radios and 
none with TV — but we didn’t 
have as m any of a lot of things 
then that we have now — in­ 
cluding too m any fat snacks 
and an epidem ic of heart and 
vascular disease. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Can y ou 
pleasesettlean argum ent in our 
family about birth control pills. 
I say that at 16 y ou can get the 
pill from y our doctor without 
telling y our parents. My m other 
say s y ou ca n’t until y ou are 18. 
Who’s right? 
Dear R eader — Only y our 
doctor knows who is right, my 
dear. After all, he is the one 
who writes the prescription or 
has the pill. Ask him.
